Seeds <if annuals nnd perennials may he 
sown In green houses nnd conset vatnrles 
now tor plants for setting out early In 
the spring. 

Go over cabbage and root crops st >red 
In the cellar and throw out decayed ma- 
terial. This will prevent further decay 
and help keep the cellar clean. 

The proper time to apply any kind of 
fertilizer to an orchard is in the winter 
Then the melting snow and spring rain 
carry Its soluble portious Into the soli. 

The i|iilnce can he raised from cuttings, 
cut either in fall or spring. If cut In the 
autumn they should be laid on the grass 
and covered with leaves or boards. 

When farmers learn to cut out the 
waste and to secure larger returns from 
various articles which at present are n- 
garded as being of little account agricul- 
ture will reach a more profitable basis.

The man with a 103 by 50 foot lot can 
provide himself with fresh ami glassed 
vegetables, eggs and poultry, while Ills 
neighbor who lives a bit farther out and 
is the fortunate possessor of an acre 
(208 by 208) can add milk and butter to 
his list. 

In addition to the grain and mash, char- 
coal, shells and ground bones should be 
kept in a box where the birds may have 
access to It at all times. The water 
should lie fresh and the fountain or pan 
in which it is given rinsed tlaily nnd 
scalded out with a little soda once a week 

Plants in a cold frame at this season 
require very little water and none while 
they are in a froz :n state. If the frames 
are covered with snow the plants will 
! seep in fine condition. Therefore the 
1 snow should not be removed, even though 
it should cover the frames for weeks. 

The roosting platform should lie scraped 
1 clean every morning, and for this pur- 
pose a short-handled hoe and a heavy dust 
pan answer very well. After cleaning, 
sprinkle either land plaster or dry earth 
1 over the platform. The roosts, which 
will lie, or should be, removable, should 
be gone ovei with a paint brush dipped iu 
kerosene, once a week.

, Tim firm is vastly more than a busi- 
ness enterprise; it is a home, a social and 
civic center— tile most important unit of 
civilization The success of a farm home 
is based on the success of the farm busi- 
ness. What farmers need most to know 
Is how to make the scledee of agriculture 
1 boost the business of farming. 

For the general farmer who is more in- 
terested in ohtaiiiug eggs than in produc- 
ing green ducks for the market, the In- 
dian Uunuer is a good breed. This duck 
holds the same relative posiliou In the 
duck family that the Leghorn does iu the 
chicken family. It lays a good-sized 
white egg, considerably larger than a 
hell’s egg, and is declared to be a small 
eater, a good forager and hardy. 

Ilueks may lie fed on the rations recom- 
mended for fow l and chickens, but better 
results are usually secured by feeding 
more green and vegetable feeds and a 
larger proportion of mash. Ducklings do 
not ueed feed until they are 2 or 3 week- 
old, aud thereafter three times dally until 
they are marketed. 

The best location for a vegetable gai- 
deu is on a gentle south or southeast slope 
Ground so located will get warm earlier 
in the Spriug, get more of the morning 
suu aud more showers. The soil should 
be medium light, neither heavy nor wet, 
nor light aud sandy. Treuchiug, or dig- 
ging iuto the subsoil, is bad practice. 
To trench soil is to spod it for several 
, years Instead, increase the depth of 
' your soil gradually.

Two things are not yet clearly un- 
derstood by some people — first, a doc- 
tor's fee Is collectable, and. second, a 
doctor is not legally bound to attend 
any one under any circumstances tin 
less be wants to. Yon can't make a 
doctor work for a contingent fee, and 
you can't make him work at all If he 
chooses to refuse his services.— Chlea 
go News.

To choose clothes for a girl of ten, 
or thereabout, is more of a task than 
confronts the mother of the very little 
girl, or presents itself in clothing the 
nearly grown miss.

In many of these little shacks it is 
said that two and sometimes three 
families exist. In a majority it is 
alleged that boarders are taken. In 
fact, some of those who have been 
looking over soc ial conditions at Dar- 
ren island seem Inclined to think that 
entirely too many boarders are taken 
in some of the tiny shacks that serve 
as dwellings 

Filth and Diamonds. 

Not many months ago. two or three 
of Commissioner Goldwater's staff 
journeyed down to Darren island, 
made a careful survey of health condi- 
tions and came back home with a re- 
port that caused astonishment in the 
health department offices. They found 
a partial supply of good water on the 
island; but also found that a large 
proportion of the people were drink- 
ing water from surface wells Further- 
more. it was found that modern sani- 
tary conveniences are practically un- 
known; that babies snd ducks and 
cows aud goats wallow side by side in 
the muck of 'Broadway;" that while 
there is a school on the island there is 
no truant officer, and that because 
of this the children may go to school 
or not Just as they choose. Also that 
a large majority of them prefer to 
bpend their days in rummaging into 
me mountain high heaps of refuse 
using strong iron forks and gainer 


them or fitted to their years and Bizea. 
But there is a delightful picturesque- 
ness about their old Bhawls, the shoes 
far too large, when existant ut all, and 
frankly lacking too or upper- about 
the enveloping skirts, tho occasional 
scarecrow hat — a wealth of gypsyllke 
color and a most attractive abandon, 
testifying to the fact that in the opin- 
ion of these little people fine raiment 
occupies but a small and unimportant 
place in the general scheme of the 
universe 

And happy? Why, those sprites of 
the refuse heaps are as cheerful and 
joyous as if they were wading through 
fields of wild flowers up in Westches- 
ter county and chasing butterflies and 
gathering early apples instead of 
scurrying up a hill of refuse and then 
delving below Us surface in the hope 
of discovering a bit of china or a 
silver teaspoon, an old watch chain or 
other trinket that can be polished and 
brightened and eventually sold.

The stains of the French domestic 
derives in part al least from the weight 
of responsibility under which she j 
serves. For her mistress is neither a i 
careless housekeeper nor an Indifferent ! 
mother. Il is precisely because tlu* 
Frenchwoman loves her children so nr- 
doully, so romantically, one might say. I 
and because her quick, intelligent grasp j 
of material situations makes her an ] 
excellent economist at home that she 
requires and establishes in the house ! 
hold not u common servant, not a 
"mother's helper," but u woman of iu 
telligence and cluinu ter, a woman oft- 
en young and untried, but with llie-j 
true ring, who is or soon becomes ca- \ 
pablo of assuming direct responsibility 
for tin- care of the children and the 
house— a woman who deserves and re- j 
eeives the consideration due to the 
head of an important department iu 
the management of the family life. 

French children sin- notoriously spoil- 
ed. The little monnrciis are kept on a 
pedestal well into the age of moral re- 
sponsibility! Father, mother, all the 
older relatives, vie with one another in | 
admiring and indulging them. Willi 
this understanding of the term and 
scope of tin- child's autocratic reign, I 
one can afford to laugh at turbulent 
scenes in will- Ii lie puts lo rout every 
adult in l lie bouse except bis bonne, j 
At I in- mere sight of her tin- little des- 
perado I egins to quiet down, lie is in 
the presen e of the only person who 
Inis, so far, exercised any rational au- 
thority over him, the person before 
whom In- feels tlu- beginnings of shame 
at doing wrong. 

Tlie bonne is tlu* most important per 
son in tin- family group, so far as its j 
material well being is concerned. And 
morally, spiritually, she is a true mem- 
ber of tlie family. Il is not for not bin; 
that the word "bonne" means "good 
as well as "nurse.”

relation between masters and servants 
in France lias a very simple i-xpluna 
lion— simple and yet profound. It may I

warm affections of the people. They 
cannot live without love* and scut! | 
meat. Better than any other people 
they know bow to keep alive tin* ro- 
mance of friendship, of love and even

and slave. 

The French servant who lias no fain 
ily lies — and often the one who has — ■ 
throws In-i- whole heart and soul into

She must love- she must serve sin- 
must la- loved. And tlu- I-Toiu-h mast-w 
and mistress understand. Each one 
| idealizes tin- sentiments of the other.

Every one knows that chickens may be 
too fat to be healthy; 1 believe the same 
thing Is true about hogs. Hogs need 
fresh air, pure walcr and exercise as 
much as anv animal. 


It Is time to be looking out for the hot- 
bed. There is always some preparatory 
work to do before the hot-bed is ready, 
and It Is better to get ready in advance 
than to be delayed when the hurry comes. 

Make use of mild days for pruning 
grapevines which were left during the 
hurry of the full work, and apply ashes or 
ground hones between the rows. Save 
the wood for cutliugs. 

If farmers will cultivate the mind as 
well as the soil, perfection in agriculture 
could he approached in a few years. The 
tilling of the soil is destined to become 
the most learned and practical of all the 
professions. 

A useful article seldom found on the 
farm is a wagon jack. Many farmers 
content themselves liftiug their wagons, 
taking the wheels only partly oil' to grease 
and often a good job of greasing cannot 
be done in this manner. 

The plowed land, after being subjected 
to the frosts of winter, will readily disin- 
tegrate amt crumble down in tine particles 
when harrowed in spriug, — yielding a mel- 
low seed bed and facilitating the business 
of plauting and the first hoeing. 

Ducks may be fed on rations recommen- 
ded for fowl and chickens, but better re- 
sults are usually secured by feeding more 
green and vegetable feeds and a larger 
proportion of rnasli. Ducklings do not 
feed until they are from twenty-four to 
thirty six hours old. 

The pigs should be weaned at (i or 8 
weeks of age. By this time they should 
be eating readily and should be continued 
for two or three weeks on the same mix- 
ture that their mother was receiving, after 
which t he feed can lie changed gradually 
to a growing, fattening ration if the pigs 
are intended for market. 

Most people in planning for a garden 
to supply themselves with fresh food, al- 
low too small a space. Figure out how 
much space you will need and then double 
it, and you will have nearly enough. The 
best, most practical garden is t hat one 
which is part of the farm, where the 
horse plow can get at it and where you 
can plant it to longer rows. 

A word of caution is timely now about 
the brood sow soon to farrow. She needs 
a liberal feed, not too much, and it should 
include a little alfalfa or tankage or meat 
meal or cut clover or some shorts. Le^ 
up on the amount of feed for a day or two 
before farrowing and she should be sepa- 
rated from others for two or three days

Apple growing lias become a specialized 
iudustrv, which oilers the great* st re- 
wards to those who know how to pro- 
duce fruit of good quality.” 

The apple specialist of today mast un- 
derstand many things, among them the 
problems of soil fertility as they i elate to 
apple production 

Breeders of pure-bred cattle are finding 
that they can hardly get ah ng without 
silage if they would keep llielr breeding 
herds in the best condition w ithout too 
great expense for feed. 

Potatoes should be stored in a cool 
cellar. A temperature of ubout 35 is 
good. If they are kept warm enough to 
sprout badly n loss of from ten to thirty 
bushels per acre in yielding power may 
result. 

By selecting seed now, there is time 
for thorough germination tests before 
seeding time in the spring. Such tests 
give the opportunity of discarding ears 
which do nut germinate or those which 
give unsatisfactory tests Seed selection 
now can be done more economically t Iran 
it can in the spring. 

The way to have very early and tender 
lettuce for the home table long before 
other vegetables comes on is to seed ns 
soon as the ground can be worked. Spade 
up a small bed as soon as frost is out of 
the ground. Choose a sunny location 
where tire ground slopes a little to the 
south or southeast. 

As long as the av» rnge fanner “keeps 
Ids garden on tire grocery shelf,” he sells 
everything wholesale and buys everything 
retail. Side Hues, such as canning, pre- 
serving, making apple butter, are profit- 
able where the farmer is wise enough to 
see that the women of his household get 
all necessary help with their work. 

Clean and sheltered yards must be con- 
sidered when planning for the comfort of 
the dairy cow. Cows that are compelled 
to stand in a muddy yard, with the wind 
olowing full upon them while they are 
getting their w ater, will receive a chill 
that will greatly reduce their nerve force. 
Then, if they are compelled to wade in 
mud and filth they cannot produce clean 
milk. 

The uatural piocess of hatching re- 
quires vital heat, moisture am! air. The 
normal temperature of a sitting lien is be. 
tween 103 and 105 degrees. While site is 
sitting a certain amount of bodily mois- 
ture comes in contact with the eggs. Air 
circulates about the eggs through the 
feathers. These are the conditions of 
natural incubation. They must be ap- 
proached very closely in attillcial incuba- 
tion to secure good results. 

The characteristics of the White Ply- 
mouth Rock should be the same ,as those 
demanded for all other varieties of the 
breed, but their advancement in thl •» di- 
rection has been most successful aDd they 
are generally accepted as possessing 
more ideal type than any of their sister 
varieties. In color they should be pure 
white, the surface color, |the quills and 
the under color absolutely white. Their 
eyes red; legs, feet aud beak a rich golden 
yellow.
